Exhibitors will fill out Entry 
Form at the back of this book, tear out and forward 
to the Secretary at least two days before the Fair, 
lags will be supplied and Entry Fees collected on the 
morning of the Fair. 

3. No animals or articles for exhibition will be 
judged unless they are on the grounds at 11 o’clock. 

4. Grain and Grass in the sheaf, Roots and Dairy 
Products must be the property of the Exhibitor and 
produced on the farm or holding this year, the man- 
rcr of culture to be furnished to Se rotary if required. 

5. Every pm'mal or article must be the bona-f.de 
property of the Exhibit )!'. 

6. A'l articles of Ladies’ Fancy Work and Home 
Manufacture must be the property of, and manufac¬ 
tured by the Exhibitor since 1941. 

7. An Exhibitor will be allowed only one entry in 
any one section of a class, except in live stock in which 
case any number of entries may be made. 

8. No animal will be allowed to compete in more 
than one section of a class with the following excep¬ 
tions : Sweepstakes, Brood Mares with Colt at side, 
Three-year old Mares in Registered classes: Three- 
year-old Mares or Geldings in Unregistered classes, 
and Sing'e Drivers, which may all be shown as part 
if a team or saddle horses.
